To keep closely In touch with 
the Greater Production Move- 
ment, the Canadian .Northern 
Railway Company has been 
conducting a survey tmor.f 
Its agents - at shipping 
points to ascertain the possible 
output of foodstuffs from ter- 
ritories along Its lines in Man- 
itoba, Saskatchewan and Al- 
berta in Western Canada. 

In Manitoba ST stations re- 
ported; of these 44 rav© the 
same acreage as last year; 24 
announced an Increase and IT 
a decease. From Saskatche- 
wan 113 statements were re- 
ceived; of these 48 estimated 
the samo sowing- as last sea- 
son: 22 forecasted an Increase, 
and 14 expected a slight de- 
crease. Of the 37 station 
agents reporting from the Pro- 
vince of Alberta. 9 announced 
the same acreage as of a year 
ago; to were confident of an 
Increase jn'd only 8 anticipated 
a decrease. 

Labor was reported upon 
from 220 stations, 164 of which 
regarded, this Important factor 
as good. 2<) considered the man 
power fair, 28 looked up- 
on it as scarce, and only 14 
classified It as poor. * 

The officers of the Canadian
